The premier disclaimed any desire 


on the part of France to ruin Ger- 
many under the guise of a demand for 
productive guarantees. 


"The day Germany recognizes loy- 


ally her obligations toward France and 
carries them out with good grace," de- 


. dared M. Poincare. "we will not re- 
fuse to examine with her the best 
methods of assuring the prompt and 
regular execution of the treaty of 


. Versailles." 


"Contrary to certain British spokes- 


men", continued the head 
of 
the 


French cabinet, '.'we are neither Ner- 
os nor even Bismarcks. 
We are sim- 


ply a good people who are brutally at- 
tacked and whose native soil was ray- 
aged. 
All we ask is the opportunity 


to continue peacefully our daily tasks. 


"We are greatly disposed to 
aid 


other nations in the effort to restore 
the world. 
We know the world does 


not end at our frontiers. 
We wel- 


come a broad and generous European 
policy. 


"We fervently desire to remain al- 


lies . of our allies and friends of our 
friends. 
We ask nothing better than 


to resume with our enemies of yester- 
day, pleasant and courteous relations. 
But we wish to have our ruins repair- 
ed-^-and they will be." 


Premier Poincare ridiculed recent 


charges in certain German circles that 
France sought to enslave the German 
people in revenge for the devastation 
wrought during the war. 


"If contrary to our desires we are 


forced to take independent 
action 


without the approval of our -allies," he 
continued "we shall make no effort to 
retain indefinitely the 
guarantees 


which we may take. 
We shall guard 


these guarantees in the interest of all 
and only until Germany consents to 
meet her just obligations.

Washington — President Harding's 


address to congress has failed to ex- 
cite that august body. Such recom- 
mendations for new legislation as Mr. 
Harding made will not be considered 
at once, with the possible exception of 
th© one creating a commission of in- 
quiry into the coal business. Congress 
likes to create commissions without 
power and will not hesitate to make a 
gesture of assistance to the executive. 


Mr. Harding showed that he didn't 


believs congress could do anything at 
this time to affect the rail or coal 
strikes and that he was simply paving 
the way for the future. With the tar- 
iff and the bonus on its hands and a 
deep-seated desirs to adjourn congress 
ahd get into the electoral campaigns, 
members are not bestirred Monday 
over the president's address and re- 
gard It simply as a convenient way 
the president had to answer critics. 


URGED TO SPEAK 


Many senators In fact urged the 


president to make the address so as to 
answer the many outcries against the 
federal government. Ever since the. 
massacre at Herrin, 111., for instance, 
letters and telegrams have been pour- 
ing into the administration 
urging 


that something be done. To all this 
the federal government has tried to 
answer that it had no power and that 
the states alone can punish murder 
within their borders. 


The request that congress pass a. 


law" giving the federal 
government 


power to punish murder if aliens are 
killed is based on the theory that the 
federal government can constitution- 
ally assert the right to fulfill its prom- 
ises to foreign governments that their 
nationals be protected. But it-will not 
of course touch American citizens who 
murder other American citizens in la- 
bor welfare. 


Curiously enough the message in 


the'matter of protecting aliens grows 
out of the fact that two Mexican citl- 
sns are said to 'have been killed at 
Herrin. 
The federal government of 


the United States publicly declares it- 
self powerless to punish the crime. 
Supposing the facts were reversed and 
two American citiens were murdered 
in a labor fight in Mexico. 
Would th« 


United States government listen sym- 
pathetically to the pleas 
that .the 


federal government of Mexico had no 
power to punish the offenders and 
that It was a matter for particular 
states?

They brought 
about the present era of international 
commerce. As. Mr. TVarburg stated, we 
must recognize the fact that we are part 
of the world, and that the rest of the 
world needs our help and we need the help 
of other peoples.

childhood, cause habitual faulty posture, and ev- 
n one sided deafness may do so. Most cases de- 
nslop in school. 


Spinal deformity is BO frequent in growing chil- 


dren and so easily overlooked by parents in its 
earlier and correctible stage that the only effec 
live prevention demands a rigid examination of 
physician or any other competent physician, and 
'or" this examination all clothing must be removed | 
.'rom the hipa up. the waistband 
loosened 
and; 


pinned loosely over the hips, the shoes removed. 
Unless this is done of course only a guess can be 
made about the condition of the spine. 


Sometimes parents or perhaps a clothing deal- 


er or dressmaker notices that the child has a 
'high shoulder" or "high hip," -which is usually 
ndicative of curvature of the spine. 


Owing to our present neglect of education be- 


ow the neck, spinal curvature occurs in about 10 
per cent of the school children in many places, 
although it is usually preventable 
by 
proper 


physical training. 


General preventive and remedial treatment for 


the light cases in which the patient can still over- 
come the deformity by conscious effort (function- 
al curvature before bony deformity develops), in-

2. Not more than an hour of 
study, 
either 


school work or music or other home study, out of 
school hours.

Vocal instruction or voice culture is good be- 


cause it encourages the child to 
cultivate 
good 


posture and breathe well.

Swimming is the best of all exercises, es- 


pecially breast stroke, or in face any kind of swim- 
ming. " In schools where a swimming pool is avail- 
able the weakly or frail children should be com- 
pelled to have "this instruction regularly. 


Cross saddle riding is beneficial: side sad- 


dle riding is objectionable. Bicycle riding is ex- 
cellent exercise for growing girls and boys.

FRENCH TOBACCO MONOPOLY 
London'.—The Paris' correspondent 


of the Times says there are already 
signs that the proposal of the Finance 
Commission of the Chamber to abol- 
ish the State monopoly of tobacco' and 
matches will provoke a storm of pro- 
test.' It is one of the most ancient 
of existing State monopolies. 


The "Regie" was established by 


Cardinal de Richelieu-In 1664, but it 
fell in the Revolution, with many oth- 
er institutions of the old regime. Na- 
poleon I restored it. At a court ball 
the Emperor remarked the presence 
of a lady sparkling with 'jewels, and 
was informed that she was the wife 
of a tobacco planter. A few months 
later he issued a decree reserving to 
the State the production, manufacture 
and sale of the precious plant. 


It is denied that today the tobacco 


monopoly brings a negligible sum to 
the State exchequer. 
Figures 
are 


published from a departmental source 
to show that it contributes nearly a 
milliard of francs annually to the na- 
tional revenue. 
According to these 


statistics, the expenditure, which in 
1914 
was 
lll,015,000f. 
(£2,220,300), 


more than doubled after the war, and 
rose in 1920 to 637,6Z5,OOOf. (£12,752,- 
500). 
Last year, however, the ex- 


penditure fell to 592,713,000f. (£11,854,- 
260), 
a reduction of 44,902.000f. (£898.- 


040). 
The receipts, however, which 


amounted to 529,507,000f. (£10,590,140) 
in-1914, increased steadily during the 
war and reached l,555,000,000f. (£31,- 
000,000) last year. 


The greatly increased expenditure 


after the war, it is contended, was 
accounted for by the necessity of ov- 
ercoming the difficulties created by 
the war, the accumulation of stock, 
and the modernizing of processes of 
manufacture. 
All this has now been 


accomplished, and yet the excess of 
income over expenditure 
last 
year 


was 957,287,000£. (£19,145,740). Why, 
then, it is asked, should the monop- 
oly be abolished?

"With the prospective opening of 


State Trunk Highway 15 in Wiscon- 
sin as a concrete road from Green 
Bay to the Illinois line, interconnec- 
ting with a similar type of road from 
that point to St. Louis, it is interest- 
ing to hark back and study the de- 
velopment of the means of communi- 
cation between Green Bay and Chi- 
cago and the various 
steps in its 


progress. 


The geology 
of our state was a 


large factor in the laying out of our 
highways, for the topography of the 
country 
determined 
the 
routes of 


least resistance and most accommoda 
tion, and not only the civilized man, 
but the Indian and even the animals 
followed the highway trends laid out 
by the Irigraphy of the country. In 
a level country the deer 
trail was 


usually found 
through 
the 
forest 


close to a. river or stream which af- 
forded water to drink and means of 
escape from danger, and where the 
travel was easier. 


ROADS INDIAN TRAILS 


With the growth in population the 


j Indian trails were gradually broaden- 


ed and straightened into wagon roads, 
and other highways were added as 
necessity 
required. 
According to 


Reuben Gold Thwaites. the first real 
road to be'opened in Wisconsin was 
laid out in 1824 along the east side 
of the Fox river from Green Bay to 
Kaukauna and it doubtless was paid 
for by private subscription. On the 
west side of the river runs the con- 
crete road, State Trunk Highway 15. 
which is about to be formally opened. 
Previous to 1843 there were no roads 
north and west of the Fox-Wisconsin 
rivers. 


The story of the development of the 


first highway between the Illinois line 
and Green Bay and the hardships of 
the early settlers is as interesting as 
any romance. In the pioneer days be- 
•fOre the period of roads 
an Indian 


trail ran from Fort 
Dearborn, the 


present site of Chicago, to Fort How- 
ard, the present site of Green Bay. It 
followed northward from Chicago and 
inland from the lake shore to Mil- 
waukee and thence northward to Port 
Washington, Manitowoc and Green 
Bay. The first journey of white men 
on horseback southward from Green 
Bay was made in 1S29 by Judge Doty. 
Morgan L. Martin and Maurice Grig- 


non, 
a. young half-breed. They came 


down the east side of the Fox river 
and the east shore of Lake Winneba- 
go to Fond du Lac. 


CARRIED THE MAIL 


An interesting narrative of that per- 


iod of transportation in this section 
is that of Alexis Clermont. an Indian 
mailcarrier, published in the Wiscon- 
sin Historical Collections. Clermont 
served in the Black Hawk War in 


1832 
and immediately thereafter be- 


came a mail carrier. In reciting his 
experience he says: 


"I ran the mail on foot, from Green 


Bay to Chicago, the contractor being 
Pierre B. Grignon. I would start out 
from the post office in Shantytown 
(Green Bay), taking the Indian trail 
•to Manitowoc. Only twice would I .see1 
the lake between Green Bay and Mil- 
waukee—at 
Sauk River, 
25 miles 


north of Milwaukee, and at Two Riv- 
ers. From Milwaukee I Went to Skunk 
Grove, then to Gros Point, where I 
struck the lake again, £nd then I 
would see no more of the lake until 
I reached Chicago." 


"The path between Green Bay and 


Milwaukee was originally an "Indian 
trail, and very crooked; but the whites 
would straighten it by cutting across 
lots each winter with their jumpers, 
wearing bare streaks through the thin 
covering, to be followed in the sum- 
mer 
by foot and .horseback travel 


along the shortened path. The other 
. trail was by way of Fond du Lac, tak- 
ing advantage of the -military road 
along the east shore of Lake Winne- 
bago; thence southwest to Watertown. 
thence east, to Waukesha and coming 
into Milwaukee on the. Kilbourn road. 
The time occupied in traveling from 
Green Bay to Milwaukee ^was four 
days; either by foot 
or by French 


train, the distance being estimated at 
125 miles." 
, 


SOME PROGRESS MADE 


If yon wish to get an idea of the 


progress made, just think that toda; 
one may get into his automjobile at 
Milwaukee at seven o'clock in the 
morning and take luncheon at Green 


Bay,

PLANKS TOLL ROADS 


When Wisconsin became a territory 


in 1837 the territorial legislature pass- 
ed numerous measures providing for 
roads. From 1845 to 1855 was the per- 
iod of the plank road craze, compan- 
ies being chartered by the legislature 
in all part of the state to build plank 
roads. 


, The peak point was reached In !So2 
when thirty-two such charters were 
granted. In 1851 a. charter was grant- 
ed for a plank road from Milwau- 
kee to Green Bay. Toll was chars- 
ed for traveling over 
these 
roads, 


usually one cent a mile for single ani- 
mal vehicles and one-half a. 
cent 


extra for each additional animal draw- 
ing a vehicle. 
On that basis the 


drive from Milwaukee to Gree:i Bay 
with a team would cost $3.72. 
These 


roads were built of planks two inches 
thick and eight feet long, which were 
nailed to stringers, 
four 
inches 


square, the latter, being laid length- 
wise with the road and the plank at 
right angles. 
These roads, however, 


rapidly deteriorated and the 
plank 


road craze pasied away. 


REAL HIGHWAY WORK 


When Wisconsin became a 
state 


and the township system was created 
the entire authority in the matter of 
road construction was vested in the 
township boards, and the township 
road system which exists today is 
basically the same as originally creat- 
ed. 
In these early days of horse- 


drawn travel the road was a neigh- 
borhood medium of travel, used by 
the neighbors, and the neighborhood 
unit of government—the town—was 
the master of the situation. 
With 


the development of the motor vehicle 
and the enlarged range of travel there 
came a demand for a larger unit to 
take charge of road construction and 
maintenance, and the county became 
more of a factor. 


Relatively small progress was made 


in the state as a whole until the pass- 
age of what is known as the State Aid 
Act by 
legislature 
of 1011. The 


passage of this Act marked the begin- 
ning of the modern period and the be- 
ginning of the government which led 
to the development of State Trunk 
Highway 15 from the Illinois line to 
Green Bay.
